Propaganda  in 
Public  Schools 


President  of  N.  E.  A.  Appoints  Commit¬ 
tee  to  Investigate  and  to  Formulate 

Principles  Governing  the  Use  of  Pro¬ 
paganda. 

Mr.  Lamkin,  as  president  of  tho  Na¬ 
tional  Educational  Association,  has  ap¬ 
pointed  a  committee  to  investigate  the 
question  of  propaganda’s  being  intror 
duced  into  public  'schools  and  to  form¬ 
ulate  a  statement  of  principles  of  how 
and  under  what  circumstances  propa¬ 
ganda  may  ho  used. 

On  this  committee,  Mr.  Lamkin  has

erintendent  of  tlio  City  Schools  of 
Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania.  Otlior 
members  of  the  committee  aro  F.  W.

Adair,  former  president  of  the  Nation¬ 
al  Education  Association,  Richmond, 
Virginia;  Miss  Eva  Pinkston,  Dallas, 
Texas,  President  of  tlie  Department  of 
Elementary  School  Principals,  N.  E. 
A.;  William  A.  Ward,  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  Wilmington,  Delaware;  Hon¬ 
orable  A.  T.  Allen,  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  North  Carolina,  Raleigh,  N. 
0. ;  J.  Stevens  Kadeseh,  Principal  of 
[High  School,  Medford,  Massachusetts, 
[President  of  the  Dopartmont  of  Sec¬ 
ondary  School  Principals,  N.  E.  A.;

Because  tho 
Board  of  Directors  of  tho  National  Ed¬ 
ucational  Asociation  think  that  such 
practico  is  against  tlio  best  interests 
of  tlio  school,  itpassed  a  resolution  nt 
a  l'ocont  mooting  authorizing  tho  pros-, 
idont  of  tho  association  to  appoint  a 
committoo  to  investigate,  Tlio  reso¬ 
lution  follows: 

RESOLVED,  That  tlio  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  condoinn  tho  policy  and  offorts 
of  agencies  to  put  propaganda  into  vlio 
schools  and  lioroby  authorize  tho  pres¬ 
ident  of  tho  Association  to  appoint  a 
committoo  of  ton  to  ptoparo  a  report 
for  tho  mooting  of  tlio  Association  in 
1929  on  tlio  following  points:  (11  Wliut 
principles  of  bcIiooI  administration 
should  gtiido  school  authorities,  and 
what  principles  of  school  proccduro 
should  guido  teachors  in  bundling  ma¬ 
terial  which  might  bo  elassod  as  pro¬ 
paganda;  and  (2)  What  mnehinory,  if 
any,  needs  to -ho  sot  up  on  a  local,  state, 
or  national  husis  to  servo  ub  a  protec¬ 
tion  to  individual  school  officers  und 
teachors.  /

All  Students  Who  Are  Eligible  to  Voto 

in  Their  Home  Counties  May  Cast 

Ballots  as  Absent  Voters. 

Tuesday,  November  G,  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  day  in  tiie  United  States.  Upon 
that  day  evory  loyal  citizen  of  tho 
country  will  go  to  tho  polls  and  cast 
his  voto  in  the  General  Election,  pro¬ 
vided  he  is  qualified  to  do  so. 

If  a  student  has  tho  right  to  voto 
in  liis  own  county,  ho  has  tho  right  to 
voto  in  Nodaway  county  as  an  absentee 
voter.  All  lie  needs  to  do  is  to  present 
himself  at  the  polls  ill  Maryville  dur¬ 
ing  voting  hours,  state  that  he  wishes 
to  vote  as  an  absentee,  and  cast  his 
voto  upon  tho  ballot  which  will  he 
furnished  him.  Ho  must,  however, 
have  with  him  a  list  of  the  local  can¬ 
didates  in  his  county  and  the  number 
of  liis  voting  precinct.  If  ho  does  not 
know  his  township  and  the  number  of 
the  voting  precinct,  lie  should  write  to 
the  county  clerk  in  liis  home  county 
and  secure  the  information  he  needs. 

Tile  local  newspaper  lias  printed 
sample  ballots  with  directions  as  to 
how  to  mark  them  in  such  a  way  that 
tlie  vote  will  not  ho  lost.  It /is  well 
for  students  to  study  these  ballots  be¬ 
fore  going  to  tho  polls. 

How  to  Vote  a  “Straight”  Ticket. 

It  is  not  a  difficult  matter  to  voto 
a  “straight”  ticket.  Simply  placing 
a  cross  (X)  in  tho  circle  immediately 
under  the  name  of  the  party  of  one’s 
choice  casts  a  vote  for  the  entire  tick¬ 
et  listed  under  that  party. 

How  to  Vote  a  “Split”  Ticket. 

If  one  wishes  to  vote  for  some  can¬ 
didates  of  one  party  and  some  of 'an¬ 
other,  lie  votes  what  is  called  a  “siflit” 
ticket.  To  do  this,  he  puts  a  cross 
(X)  in  the  circle  under  tlie  name  of 
one  party  and  then  puts  crosses  (X) 
in  the  squares  at  the  left  of  the  jiames 
of.  candidates. jio  wialiea  to  vote, .for  min' 
tho  other  tickets. 

How  to  Vote  on  Propositions. 

There  are  three  propositions  submit¬ 
ted  for  the  consideration  of  the  vot¬ 
ers.  The  first  is  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution  of  Missouri  providing  for 
the  increasing  of  the  compensation  of 
members  of  thc  General  Assembly, 
with  provisions  for  their  expenses,  re¬ 
strictions  upon  members  and  member¬ 
ship,  regular  and  special  sessions,  and 
limit  of  recess,  and  for  fixing  of  July 
first  as  tho^  beginning  of  tlie  fiscal 
year. 

The  second  proposition  provides  for 
tho  creation,  maintenance,  and  admin¬ 
istration  of  a  police  pension  system  in 
cities  of  this  stato  that  have  or  may 
attain  horoafter  a  population  of  five 
hundred  thousand  inhabitants  or  over. 
Tho  third  proposition  provides  for  an 
additional  bond  issue  of  $75,000,000 
for  construction  of  state  highways. 

To  voto  for  theso  propositions,  strike 
out  “No”  and  leave  “Yes. ”  To  vote 
against  them,  striko  out  “Yes”  and 
leave  “No.” 

Tho  ballots  of  Nodaway  County  have 
a  fourth  proposition  providing  for  a 
closed  season  upon  quail.  This  is  to 
ho  voted  upon  in  tlio  same  manner  as 
are  the  other  propositions.

THE  EFFECT  OF  THE  COLLEGE 
ON  THE  STUDENT’S  MIND. 

“The  first  effect  of  college  on  the 
victim’s  mind  is  n  now  sense  of  diffi¬ 
culty  of  attaining  knowledge,  ”  said  J. 
Edgar  Park  of  AVlienton  College,  in  an 
address  delivered  to  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Harvard  Teacher’s  Association, 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  recently  and  appear¬ 
ing  in  tho  October  number  of  the  Bulle¬ 
tin  of  The  American  Association  of 
University  Professors. 

“Whether  they  fool  it  to  be  of  any 
value  or  not,  whether  they  are  ‘A’ 
students  or  ‘C’  students,  they  have  the 
impression  that  the  way  of  knowledge  I 
is .  difficult.  Even  their  very  talk  of  j 
snap  courses  is  an  involuntary  tribute 
vto  tho  mental  stamina  needed  to  pass 
tiro  average  course  offered. 

‘  i  Amid  all  the  criticism  of  American 
education  this  can  be  said  in  its  favor 
that  flic  American  student  lias  a  whole¬ 
some  respect  for  the  effort  and  tho  con¬ 
centration  necessary  to  attain  know¬ 
ledge.  Ho  still  has  a  magicnl  faith,  it 
is  true,  in  tho  sporadic  exercise  of  this 
effort  and  concentration.  Ho  may  not 
yet  have  learned  how  to  learn.  But 
as  ho  bumps  bis  bend  against  tho  gates 
of  knowledge  ..he  begins  to  appreciate 
that  tlioy  aro  heavy  and  tho  hinges  are 
rusty  and  can  only  open  slowly  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  exertion, 

“Tho  second  effect  of  college  on  tho 
student’s  mind  is  genuino  admiration 
for  tho  scholar  who  can  make  his  sub¬ 
ject  live.  Tho  genuine  teachers  in  tho 
schools  and  colleges  of  tho  United  States 
liavo  probably  more  enthusiastic  friends 
than  any  other  class  of  people  in  tho 
country.  Tills  is  true  not  merely  in  the 
caso  of  their  star  students,  but  also  of 
their  very  ordinary  scholars.  .  . 

The  third  result  of  tho  collego  on  the 
studont’^  mind  is  a  great  distasto  for 
the  parade  of  scholarship.  If  you  know 
anything  you  aro  at  liberty  to  use  it  if 
you  can,  blit  do  not  talk  about  it.  This 
roticonco  is  carried  almost -to  a' fault. 
Yet  it  should  not  docoivo  you  into 
thinking  that  tho  substance  of  real 
lcnowledgo  is  despised.  It  is  only  the 
protentious  parado  they  dislike. 

“Tho  fourth  effect  of  tho  collego  is 
that  most  students  lose  tho  power  of 
moditation.  Tlioy  aro  so  usod  to  skim¬ 
ming  through  their  assigned  reading 
that  tlioy  novel-  can  pauso  long  onough 
to  lot  any  literary  atmospliero  or  groat 
idea  liavo  an  opportunity  to  make  its 
full  assault  on  their  minds.

“Wisdom  is  born  in  moditation.  This 
is  ns  true  of  scionco  as  it  is  of  tho 
arts.  Tho  swallowing  of  facts  and  dis-! 
gorging  them  again  is  almost  as  useless 1 
a  way  of  spending  time  as  tho  continued 
doaling  of  succossivo  packs  of  cards, . .  I 
“Tho  crystallization  of  facts  into 
wisdom  takes  placo  in  tho  quiotness  of 
the  human  spirit.  This  is  tho  roasou  | 
why  tho  ossolitiul  in  any  art  cannot  bo 

taught .  ( 

“Our  whqlc  educational  system  is 
founded  upon!  two  ideas:  (1)  that  people 
must  bo'forceld  to  work  with  thoir  heads 
and  (2)  that  jit  is  tho  duty  of  tho  teach 
era  to  koep  track  of  tho  roots  of  wisdom 
in  tho  pupil’s  mind  by  constantly  drug 
ging  them  up  to  claylight  to  sea  how 
thoy  aro  growing. 

“What  is  forgotten  is. tho  biologiea' 
fact  that  all  roots  liato  daylight.  Ex 
aminations,  diplomas,  degreos  aro  duy 
light.  They  aro  founded  on  tho  fuls- 
assumption  that  ‘ye  shall  know  thorn  b; 
their  roots.'  ,This  is  a  misreading  6 
the  text.  Tho  original  roads  'Ye  shal 
know  them  by  their  fruits.  ’  The  do 
grej  worth  while  is  given  by  the  world. 


Degrees  ought  to  be  given  by  tho  col-j 
lego  to  alumni  who  mnlcc  good. 

“Wo  are  growing  up  ns  a  nation  nnd 
tho  tlipo  is  coming  nenr  when  wo  enn 
any  to  tho  students;  ‘Como  on  to  col¬ 
lege  nnd  got  nil  you  enn.  Hero  nro 
students  who  hnvc  been  touched  with 
tho  divine  fire  of  tho  lovo  of  know¬ 
ledge.  They  nre  typicnl  lenrnors  nnd 
nro  cnllod  professors.  Como  nnd  ns- 
socinto  with  them  nnd  see  if  you  can 
cntcli  from  them  nny  of  their  technique 
nnd  enthusiasm.  Discussion  is  tho  only 
vnlid  form  of  examination.  Discovery 
of  new  wisdom  is  the  only  ncndcmic  re¬ 
ward.  ’ 

“I  was  greatly  delighted  in  reading 
that  wise  old  German  educator,  Joan 
Paul  IUchtcr,  to  find  that  lie  -kept  a 
book  in  which  lie  noted  not  tho  mis¬ 
takes  but  every  semblance  of  an  orig¬ 
inal  idea  evolved  by  nny  member  of  the 
class.  The  first  entry  in  his  book  was 
this  from  a  boy  twelve  years  old:  ‘Man 
is  imitated  by  four  tilings,  an  echo,  a 
shadow,  an  ape,  and  a  mirror.’  Now  if 
the  meditative  ideals  of  education  ever 
become  possible  this  portfolio  of  ideas 
will  come  to  be  tho  standard  in  every 
classroom.  When  prospective  employers 
ask  for  information  about  students  the 
professor  instead  of  saying'  lie  is  a 
bachelor  of  arts,  will  turn  to  his  file 
nml  say:  ‘Hero  is  a  poem  lie  wrote! 
Hero  is  an  original  solution  for  a  geom¬ 
etric  problem.  Here  is  an  appraisal  of 
tho  Napoleonic  era.  These  things  will 
give  yon  some  idea  of  the  quality  of  his 
mind.’  Of  course  you  will  say,  before 
this  happens  the  world  as  well  as  the 
college  “will  have  to  be  changed.  True 
and  the  function  of  the  college  is  to 
change  the  world.

Van  AVyck  Brooks,  a  challenging  crit¬ 
ic  and  iutorprotor  of  Amoricun  lifo 
and  letters,  is  moro  than  a  moro  crit¬ 
ic.  Ho  has  broken  now  ground  by  add¬ 
ing  tho  discovorios  of  psychoanalysis  to 
tho  mothods  of  Taine  and  Sainto- 
Bouvo. 

Hamilton'  Ilolt,  noted  writer,  educa¬ 
tor  and  President  of  Rollins  College, 
was  for  24  years  editor  of  Tho  Indo- 
ncudont.  Ho  established  at  Rollins 
Oollego  tho  conforonco  plan  of  study, 
ill  innovation  that  is  being  watched 
vitli  groat  interest  by  progressive  od- 
icators. 

Edwin  E.  Solsson,  scientist,  oduen- 
or  and  editor,  combines  tlio  raroqual- 
ties. of  literary  man  und  scientist.  He 
an  inako  the  ahstruso  philosophy  of 
lorgsph  and  tho  complicated  mutlio- 
laticul  theory  of  Einstein  as  lucid  and 
comprehensible  as  a  fairy  story, 


|  Snmuol  W.  Craig,  President  of  The 
Book  League  of  Amoricn,  is  a  senp- 
oned  pioneer  in  tho  book  club  field, 
having  been  ono  of  tho  founders  and 
first  President  of  Tlio  Litornry  Guild 
of  Amoricn.  lie  1ms  also  had  wide  ex- 
I  pcricnco  in  tho  publishing  of  mngn- 
zinos.

to  touchers  and  pupils  of  rural  schools. 
Some  two  years  ago  tho  National  Intel¬ 
ligence  Tests  und  the  Stanford  Achieve¬ 
ment  Tests  wore  given  to  more  than  800 
children  in  thoso  forty  rural  cshools 
which  aro  within  a  radius  of  twenty 
miles  of  Maryville.  Sinco  that  time 
thoso  children  liavo  been  given  special 
help  along  the  lines  in  which  thoy  wore 
found  to  bo  deficient  with  tho  aid  of 
some  1,200  or  more  supplementary  books 
and  helps  of  all  kinds  and  tho  super¬ 
visor  visiting  the  schools  nnd  counseling 
with  the  teachers  after  school  and  on 
Saturdays  nnd'  by  holding  tencliors’ 
meetings. 

“Each  spring  the'- children  have  been 
given  Achievement  Tests,  tho  paper 
scored  nnd  rosults  recorded  .  Tlio  re¬ 
sults  show  the  gain  mudo  in  tho  differ¬ 
ent  subjoctB  pursued  during  tho  your. 
An  education  profilo  is  made  for  oneli 
child  and  girou  to  tho  toachor,  which 
sorvos  as  a  guide  ns  to  what  subjects 
should  bo  stressod. 

‘  ‘  Tlio  last  four  weeks  have  been  given 
ovor  to  tho  giving  of  tho  Otis  Group 
Intelligence  Tests  in  tho  forty  schools. 
In  tho  past  two  yonrs  about  1,200  dif- 
foront  childron  liavo  boon  tostod.  This 
is  done  to  sco  what  work  is  best  adapt¬ 
ed  to  tho  different  childron  and  just 
how  much  ability  oach  child  has  and 
how  tho  rosults  of  this  typo  of  tosts 
compnro  with  thoso  given  two  yeurs  ago.

“The  influx  of  materialism,  tho  cars, 
parties,  and  amount  of  money  now  spoilt 
by  students  within  their  college  years, 
is  one  of  the  most  notiecablo  now  fac¬ 
tors,'”  she  said.  “While  this  helps  to 
account  for  the  over-stimulated  lives 
many  young  people  have,  und  a  certain 
instability  about  serious  things,  thoro 
nro  girls  who  rebel  against  such  super¬ 
ficial  activities.  Yet  thoy  too  aro  caught 
lip  in  the  whirl.”- 

This  outward  paco  may  bo  partly  due 
to  tho  undercurrent  of  restlessnoss,  she 
added.

Is  Planned  for

Education  W  eek 

National  Broadcasting  Company  Ar¬ 
ranges  Nationwide  Hook-up  for  Nov. 

'  9.  Music  Will  be  Provided  by  Pupils 

Selected  from  the  Best  In  Public 

Schdbls. 

through  tho  courtesy  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  there  will  ho  an 
American  Education  Week  radio  pro¬ 
gram  broadcast  to  the  entire  nation  on 
Friday  evening,  November  9.  The  hour 
will  bo  9  to  10  o’clock,  central  time. 
Tho  program  is  being  arranged  by  Mr. 
John  W.  Elhvood,  program  manager  of 
tho  National  Broadcasting  Company, 
and  representatives  of  tho  Nationnl  Edu¬ 
cation  Association. 

Parents,  teachers,  and  school  pupils 
throughout  tho  United  States  have  boon 
notified  of  the  program  and  will  listen 
to  it  on  Friday  night  of  American  Edu¬ 
cation  Week.  The  speakers  will  be  out¬ 
standing  representatives  of  the  Nation¬ 
al  Education  Association,  the  National 
Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers,  and 
-  the  American  Legion.  It  is  planned 
also  to  have  music  provided  by  select 
pupils  from  tho  public  schools.  The 
program  will  bo  sent  out  from  Station 
IVRC  in  Washington  and  will  be  picked 
up  by  other  stations  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  throughout  the 
country. 

The  first  experiment  with  a  nation¬ 
wide  educational  radio  hookup  was 
conducted  at  the  time  of  the  convention 
of  the  Department  of  Superintendence 
at  Boston  last  February.  At  that  time 
a  program  was  sent  to  all  sections  of 
tho  country  east  of  the  Rocky  Moun¬ 
tains.  Music  was  provided  by  an  or¬ 
chestra  of  the  pupils  of  the  Boston 
public  schools  and  brief  addresses  were 
made  by  Miss  Many  MeSkimmon  of 
Brookline,  Massachusetts,  former  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Nationnl  Education  Asso¬ 
ciation;  Dr.  John  W.  Withers,  Dean  of 
the  School  of  Education,  Now  York 
University;  Mrs.  A.  II.  Reeve,  president 
of  the  National  Congress  of  Parents  and 
Teachers;  and  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Gwinn, 
Superintendent  of  tho  San  Francisco 
Schools  and  president  of  the  Depart- 
.  ment  of-  Superintendence.  Because  of 
the  success  of  tho  Boston  program  the 
’National  Broadcasting  Company  was 
’willing  to  undertake  the  national  pro¬ 
gram  for  American  Education'  Week, 
j  Leaders  in  education  believe  this  pro- 
/grani  will  mark  tho  beginning  of  ail 
increased  use  of  the  radio  as  an  agency 
Tor  instruction  in  tho  schools.  Many 
outstanding  members  of  tho  teaching 
profession  are  now  of  the  opinion  that 
radio  should  have  a  definite  part  in  the 
work  of  classroom  teaching.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  time  may  come  soon' 
wlion  a  few  great  master  teachers  may 
bo  hoard  periodically  in  classrooms  all 
over  the  country  as  a  means  of  increas¬ 
ing  the  efficiency  of  the  local  classroom 
teachers. 

To  Go  to  Iowa  for

President  Socrloy,  having  been  presi¬ 
dent  of  tho  State  Collogo  for  many 
.  years,  has  recently  boon  made  President 
Emeritus. 

Dr.  Winship  is  to  mako  tho  address  of 
tho  day.  Tho  stato  teachers  colleges 
of  Missouri  aro  sending  John  R,  Kirk, 
President  Emeritus  of  tho  Northeast 
Missouri  Stato  Touchers  College,  as 
their  official  representative. 

This  recognition  servico  is  in  honor  of 
a  man  who  has  dovotod  his  life  to  edu¬ 
cation.  Dr.  Seerley  was  born  in  Indian¬ 
apolis,  Indiana,  August  13,  1848.  Ho 
graduated  from  tho  State  University  of 
Iowa  in  1873,  and  rocoived  tho  degroo 
of  Master  of  Arts  from  tho  Univorsity 
in  1876.  In  1901  his  ulmn  mater  con¬ 
ferred  on  him  tho  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws.  Tho  snmo  dogroo  was  granted 
him  by  tho  Ponn  Collogo  in  1898.  In 
1878  ho  was  married  to  Miss  Clara  E, 
Twaddlo  of  Oskaloosa,  Iowa. 

Dr.  Seorloy  was  a  teacher  and  Inter 
suporlntondont  of  school  in  Oskaloosa 
from  1873  until  1880,  wlion  ho  became 
prosidont  of  tho  Iowa  Stato  Teachers 
Collogo,  which  position  ho  hold  until 
his  retirement  last  spring.  IIo  is  a 
member  of  tho  Iowa  State  'Teachers 
Association,  the  Nutioual  Council  of 
Education,  tho  American  Council  of 
Education,  tho  Northcontral  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools, 
tho  Sliuplifiod  Spoiling  Board,  Tho  Am¬ 
erican  Association  of  Touchers  Colleges, 
and  tho  National  Education  Association. 
Ho  juts  hold  offices  in  most  of  those 
organizations.  In  1923  tho  Iowa  Stuto 
Teachers  Association  honored  Dr.  Seor¬ 
loy  with  life  membership  in  tho  Na¬ 
tional  Education  Association.

American  Schools 

To  Be  Dedicated 

i  - . — 

Words  of  Dr.  William  Henry  Scott, 
President  of  Ohio  University  Will  Be 
Repeated  Throughout  Nation. 

Hundred  of  school  buildings  all  over 
tbo  United  States  will  be  redediented, 
the  week  of  November  5-11,  to  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  childhood.  For  the  past  several 
years  tho  words  of  rededication  which 
have  been  adopted  by  many  schools 
throughout  the  country,  aro  those  spok¬ 
en  in  1924  by  Dr.  William  1-Ionry  Scott, 
former  president  of  Ohio  Stato  Univer¬ 
sity  at  the  dedication  of  a  new  elemen¬ 
tary  school  building  in  Columbus,  Ohio. 

Dr.  Scott’s  words  of  dedication  which 
will  bo  repeated  by  school  pupils  and 
teachers  this  year,  arc: 

“Let  us  now  with  earnest  hearts,  and 
with  exalted  faith  and  hope  solemnly 
consecrate  this  building  to  its  high  and 
holy  purpose.  May  tbo  youth  of  this 
community  for  generations  to  come 
gather  in  this  place  to  receive  instruc¬ 
tion  in  knowledge  and  training  in 
virtue.  May  they  find  here  every  con¬ 
dition  necessary  to  a  true  and  en¬ 
lightened  education. 

“Especially  may  their  teachers  be 
examples  of  excellence  in  scholarship 
and  character,  seekers  after  goodness 
and  truth,  lovers  of  children',  cntliit- 
sints  and  adepts  in  the  finest  of  all 
arts,  the  development  and  inspiration 
of  human  souls. 

“May  those  rooms  always  be  per¬ 
vaded  with  an  invigorating  atmosphere 
of  mental  and  moral  life,  and  may  no 
child  pass  from  these  schools  to  higher 
grades  or  to  the  outer  world  without 
having  boon;  made  more  intelligent, 
more  thoughtful,  mere  courageous,  more 
virtuous,  and  in  every  way  more  ca¬ 
pable  of  wise  and  just,  of  useful  and 
noble  living. 

“To  this  end  may  tbo  blessing  of 
God  bo  upon  child  and  parent,  upon 
pupil  and  teacher,  upon  principal  and 
superintendent,  and  upon  everyone 
whose  influence  will  in  any  degree  af¬ 
fect  the  work  of  education  as  it  shall 
bo  conducted  within  these  walls.” 

Art  Education 

Gets  Results 

Director  of  Art  in  Cleveland  Says  that 
Manufacture  and  Trade  in  the  Coun¬ 
try  Feels  the  Effects. 

By  Henry  Turner  Bailey,  Director  of 
the  Cleveland  School  of  Art.  This  ar¬ 
ticle  of  Mr.  Bailey’s  appeared  in  a 
recent  number  of  tbo  Review  of  Re¬ 
views. 

Art  education  in  tho  public  schools 
of  tbo  United  States  varies  from  no¬ 
thing  to  something  significant. 

In  thousands  of  towns  tho  school  com¬ 
mitteemen  hiivo  still  “no  use  for  draw¬ 
ing.”  Iu  thousands  of  others  trained 
supervisors  of  art  instruction,  with  ef¬ 
ficient  special  teachers  in  the  junior 
mid  senior  high  schools,  and  loyal  grade 
teachers  in  .tho  olcmcntary  grades,  are 
doing  work  of  such  quality  that  manu¬ 
facture  and  trade  throughout  nil  our 
States  aro  feeling  its  influence.  ’ 

“Wo  can  still  soil  tho  oxpensive,  the 
imported  wall  papers,  tho  vogue,  to  the 
newly  rich,”  said  tho  manager  of  a 
lurgo  establishment  ill  Boston,  not  long 
ago,  “but  wo.  cannot  work  our  poor 
stuff  off  to  tho  common  peoplo  any 
longer.  They  bring  their  children  to 
the  store  with  them,  und  tho  children 
know  what  is  good.” 

In  our  best  schools  tho  approach  to  art 
education  is  not  as  formerly  through 
logical  courses  of  study  in  drawing,  but, 
as  it  should  bo  with  overy  school  prob¬ 
lem,  it  is  tho  approach,  of  tho  construc¬ 
tive  designer,  of  tho  creative  artist, 
who  soarchos  for  the  host  solution  of 
each  now  problem  und  works  for  tho 
oxcolloneo  of  result. 

Increasingly  tho  supervisors  havo/bo- 
foro  them  two  objects — tho  enrichment 
of  tho  lifo  and  tho  cultivation  of  taste 
for  all;  and  tho  discovory  and  tho  do- 
vclopmont  of  tho  talontod  fow,  in  ovory 
realm  of  tho  arts,  that  they  may  con¬ 
tribute  tlioir  boat  for  tho  good  of  all. 

To  this  end  tlioso  that  desire  may 
elect  art  us  u  major  subject  in  tho  public 
schools.  They  muy  join  a  School  Skotch 
Club,  or  an  Art  History  Club.  In  some 
cities  they  muy  uttond  tho  local  art 
school  afternoons  during  their  sonior 
your  and  recoivo  credits  from  tlioir  high 
school  counting  toward  gruduutiou. 

,  Soverul  of  tho  best  art  schools  now 
rccoivo  only  studouts  holding  high- 
school  diplomas.  Somo  art  schools  offor 
spocial  inducements  iu  the  form  of 
scholarships,  louus  und  prizes  to  hold 
iu  school  for  longer  poriods  tho  most 
tuleuted  students,  that  thoy  muy  recoivo 
thorough  truiniug  for  lougcr  periods  of 
time  and  outer  professional  life  with  an 


equipment  that  will  insure  success  from 
tho  first, 

Ono  such  school  claims  that  not  ono 
of  its  graduates  is  over  out  of  a  job. 
The  formal  touching  of  art  in  the 
schools  has  boon  aided  and  abetted,  un¬ 
consciously  perhaps,  by  hnndsomer 
school  books,  by  tho  illustrated  maga¬ 
zines,  by  tbo  increasingly  fine  work 
of  the  advertising  agencies,  by  the 
public  libraries,  by  the  museums  of  art 
with  tlioir  exhibitions,  by  the  constant¬ 
ly  improving  architecture  of  tho  new 
century,  and  by  the  results  of  foreign 
travel  under  export  guidance. 

Mr.  Gucbin,  supervisor  of  art  instruc¬ 
tion  for  the  city  of  Paris,  when  review¬ 
ing  an  exhibition  of  work  of  our  public 
schools  held  at  Dresden  in  1912,  re¬ 
marked:  “Tlic  next  time  the  old  vine  of 
civilization  blossoms  in  fine  art  it  will 
bo  in  America.”
